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THE COFPERMEADS’ CONSPIRACY. 


A Sensational Story to be Published ia a 
Magazine. 

Louisville, October 22—The Times pub: 
lishes an interestingcolumu concerning ¢he 
norwestern conspiracy and the attempt of 
the confederate government during the war 
to release sonthe, 2 prisoners in: the north. 
The importance of the moyement has never 
yet been fully unde, stood, nor have papers of 
tke north comprehended the rolations that 
existed between the commissioners and the 
various copperhead organizations ofthe north- 
west, the principal one of which was the 
“Sons of Liberty.” 

The origin of this movement is traced to the 
raid -of Morgan through Opio. This raid 
developed the fact that there was throughovt 
the northwest great dissatisfaction with the 
government at Washington,and this led the 
confederate leaders to take advantage of the 
disturbed eituation and, if possible, secure the 
co-operation of these dissatisfied classes. The 
papers now to be published in a southern 
megeazine will throw new light on the political 
situation, in the north. Among the much 
curicus information these dozuments will 
furnish is the fact that even Mr. Stanton 
was at one time so despondent as to the suc- 
cess of the war that he expressed serious ap- 
prehensions as tothe personal safety of tho 
pesident and his official .associates, arising 
trem his knowledge ofthe bitter and wide- 
spread diesatisfaction through the north, The 
extent of the opposition to the government at 
Washington aroused, among all classes, among 
active politicians and quiet citizens, has never 
been so well shown as in these papers, and 
they may havea peculiar and personal iuter- 
est for a number of prominent politicians. 
There are thousands of men in Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois, who will be deeply affected polit- 
ically by the revelations. 

The story involves a scheme to capture the 
only gunboats on the lakes. attack Chicago, 
release the confederate prisoners at Camp 
Chase, an attack on St.Louis and a general 
uprising of the northwestern copperheads. 
For this purpose all the papors of Jacob 
Thompson, Jeffereon Davis’s letters of instruc- 
tions and a vast amount of correspondence are 
at hand. The connection of Vallandingham 
with the conspiracy will be shown, and there 
will be cther facts demonstrated that will be 
of extremo national importance and interest. 
It has been a Jabor of years to get all of these, 
and the results are worth the effort. 

It will be remembered that Major Castleman 
was arrested while up north, was. thrown into 
prison, and was awaiting trial and sentence 
when peace was declared. The mission of the 
major and his associates has novor been prop- 
erly understood up north, nor even generally 
in the south, many people thinking that their 
object was in violation of the articles of war, 
when in reality they were under commission 
from President Davis and were supplied with 
funds by the confederate government.

HEB ISIN CARTEREVILLE TO MAK®B 
DISCLOSURES. 


He ise Oerried There On an Order from Goverstor 
Mc Daniel— What Jackron Says- An loteresting 
Written Statement Made by Him— 
Before the Grand Jury~—Bia,, Bto. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga, October 22, —[Specsial. 
Tobe Jackson, the dynamiter, fs once more in 
Cartersville, 

On Monday, in the Bartow county superior 
court, Jackson’s brother, Sam, will be tried for 
complicity in the attempt to blow up Uaited 
Siates Commissioner Aaron Coltins’s house in 
Janvary last, It will be remembered that at the 
Jast term of;the court,Jackson himself wa: tried 
for complicity in the same crime, was convict- 
ed and sentenced for ton years in the peniten: 
tiary. He was senttothe Dade coal mine’. 
He ie in Cartersville now for the purpose of 
testifying in the case against his brother,and 
also forthe purpose of appearing as a witness 
before the grandjury in the investigation of 
the cases ofother persons suspected of being 
concerned in the attempt to blowup Commis: 
sioner Collins’s house. Jackson arrived here 
a 5:30 o’clock, this morning, in the castody of 
Deputy Sheriff Roberts, who brought him apon 
an order issued by Governor McDaniel, 

INTENSE INTEREST IS FELT 
in the revelations expected from Jack3n. 
The town isin a fever of excitement on account 
of a rumor that he will implicate persons of 
high position. 

THE CONSTITUTION’S reporter went to the 
jail at two o'clock, and sought an interview 
with Jackson. He was found unmanacied, 
bat locked in with other prisoners. He was 
apparently in fine spirits, and was quite talk- 
ative. 

‘‘Hejlo!” he eaid, as be caught sight of the 
reporter, “I bave seen you before.” 

“Yes, it was when you wero jailed on the 
charge of beivg concerned in the killing of 
Bry*nt Strickland.” 

“Yes, I remember the time. Well, I am 
glad toree you. I am just down from the 
Dade coal mines, where I have a ten years’ 
engagement. Nice place, Op there. The only 
objection | have to it is that the proprietors 
and attendants are too polite. They are ea- 
tirely too attentive. They are so atteative 
that they never let a fellow get out of their 
sight.” 

‘Seriously, now, how are you treated at the 
mines?’

The original estimate of cost of this in- 
provement ic $50,000. Te this must be added 
the cost of m moving obstract ions brought into 
the river channei by freshets since the date of 
the estimate. The rver has, generally, a 
movable bottom and caving banks 
covered with timbers. The improve. 
ment will have that degree of permanence 
which attaches to works of contraction in such 
&etrcam. An annval expenditure will be re- 
quired for the removal ot fresh obstractions, 
anc the maintenance of the work. An appro: 
priation of $25,000 is asked for the next fiscal 
year, 

FLINT RIVER, 

The expenditure up to the present time of 
$94,919 87 bas resulted in securing a fair navi- 
gable channel at low water from Chattahoo- 
chee to TeaCup shoals, about nineteen miles 
below Albany, and an improved high water 
chavnel between Montezuma and Warwitk, 
forty miles above Albany. 

During the year a smal! snag boat was kept 
at work between Montezuaa and Warwick, 
removing logs and cutting overhanging trees, 
cHecting the removal of 814 snags and over: 
havgivg t: ees; and a number of drilling scows 
op the reef beiow Atbany were engaged in ef- 
fecting the removal of 5,477 cubic yards of 
rock and 440 snags and overhanging trees. 

The smount asked for next year is $40,000. 

The engineer states that no further appro- 
priations are required for the Oustenaula and 
Cooss wattee rivers as there is now a fair chan- 
nel for hght navigation at modorate stages of 
water, 

COOSA RIVER. 

The expenditure of $417,396 up to the pre- 
sent time bes resulted in the improvement of 
the weter channel above Greensport, by 
strengtheving itand widening it, and increas- 
ing the depth from sixteen inches to a mini- 
mum of two feet. Below Greensport the work 
of lock ard dam navigation, to overcome the 
moire serious obstructions, is nearly com: 
plete1. This will open the river to 
navigation as far down as the head of Broken 
Arrow Sboals. With an increase of plant, the 
completion of the work within the limits of 
ti e present project can be effected by an ex- 
penditure of $150,000, which amount is asked 
for the next fieca!l year. 

The primary object of this improvement i3 
to open the river from Rome to the Coo3a coal 
fields in the vicinity of Broken Arrow. 

CHATTAHOOCHEE RIVER, 

The pian cf improvement contemplatos a 
low water channe) four feet in depth and oae 
bondred feet in width from C. lumbn3to Chat- 
tahocchee, Florida, by the removal of saazs 
andother obstructions from the channel, cut- 
ting a channel through the rock shoals, and 
deepening sand bars by scour. The expendi- 
tures up to the present time of $186,557 has re. 
eulted in securing a fair pavigable channel 
bi tween Chattahoochee and Eufaula at all sea- 
sons of the year, and between Eufaula and 
Columbns at all times except during the preva- 
lence of extreme low water.

The New Director of the Atlanta College of 
Music. 


Mis. Ballard has just returned from New York 
and Boston where she went to engage a director 
for the At'anta College of Music. She has been so 
fortunate as to fecure the services of Mr, Coustan- 
tine Sternberg, whose reputation as a pianist of 
pre cminent skilljis known in this country aud Eu- 
rcpe. 

(he following biographical sketch, cople i from 
northern papers, will fully introduce him to the 
public. 

Constantine Ivanowitch Edler von Sternberg, of 
Rustian nobility, born 1852, has studied ‘eg tu 
Leipzig at the conservatory under the special care 
of i. Moscheles. At the age of fourteea and a hair 
he accepted his first engagement as conductor of 
Hightopera. Tohe surprise of all otber appli. 
cents he was electe i for this engagement (Thea cr 
Vaudeville in Leipzig). He soon rose to lead the 
grend opera at Wurzburg, Berlin, etc., uatil he 
ended his career as court chapel master at the 
Grand Ducal theater in Mecklenburg, wheace he 
went to Rerlin to atudy the piano under the graat 
masier, Theo. Kullak. After one year's study he 
was made “head teacher’ of the New Academy of 
Music in Berlin. After another year the press there 
ubanimously declared him to ‘be the pianist of 
the Cay; the Schlesische Zeitung said ofhim: ‘He 
talks on the piano, and the stories he 
tells us @re new, bright and fascinating— 
he is a born Moment musical. Master 
Kulak then sent him to Liszt, who, at the point 
of eee oe Rome, took him with him and in- 
troduced him at the “Academia Santa Cecilia.’’ 
After sore months hére he went to Berlin, intend 
ing to resume his position atthe New Academy, 
but sccepicd a call to become coyrt planist to the 
grand Ducce Mecklenburgh. Although he reciv- 
ed recognition, honors and decora:ions, the long- 
ing to see the world made bim give up this honor- 
ab ée position, which broughi him ip contact with 
aimcst all the srawn heads of Europe. including 
even the shah of Persia, whom he visited by a spe- 
cial invitation two years later. Sternberg then 
started upon an extensive tour; he visited A'giers, 
Egypt. Turkey, Turkestan, Persia, India. Kauka- 
sia, Siberia and plared in most of the prominent 
cities of Europe, with the exception o Eogiand, 
whereto he could nerer be persuaded to g9. 
His eminent piaying won him praise, honors 
and friends everywhere. and as he is a 
well learned man, outside of his art, he brouzht 
home a large ethnographic collection of weapons. 
weavings, etc , and exhibited it at his next visit to 
Berlin. There he was vailed upon to play before 
H. M. Emperor William I. and the Empress Ang.s- 
ta, who bestowed the rare hover on sternberg to 
invite him to their private table for supper, and a 
few dayslater he bad to play again in the Imperial 
family circle, an honor which only two other ar- 
tisisbave ever experienced. At nis time he re- 
ceived acellto this country through the piano 
firm of Albert Weber; he accepied an@ created an 
enthusiasm at his tirst appearance in New York, of 
which the press gave the following accounts: 

Herald: Nopianist in the last decade ‘since 
Rubinstein) has gained the veneral favor so deci- 
ded and quick, as Constantioe Siernberg. 

‘Times: He is a selt possessed, conscientious 
pissyer—in one word, a great pianist 

Review: fuch men as Constantiue Sternoerg are 
néeced in this country; he brings new ideas aiong 
which are bound toexercise an elevating infiu- 
ebce on musical matters. 

Art Journal: He held bis audience spell-bonund 
tothe very end of his picces,aud the enthusiasm 
that followed them knew no bounds. P

Mayor Hillyer Lets Mr, Thorn Off with Three 


Hundred and Mr. Werner With Fifty. 

Mayor Hillyer ses‘erday concludod hia coa- 
sideration of the appiication of Mr. H. Weraer 
and Mr. C, C. Thorn for executive clemency, 
and reduced the fines of both gentlemen. 

Mr. Werne:’s fine was reducel to fifsy dol 
larg, and Mr. Thnorn’s to three hundred dol- 
lars 

Mr. Thorn’s case was disposed of early in the 
mornipg, andin his proclamation roducing 
the fine Mayer Hillyer says: 

“There was doubt about the rignt to continue 
sales of liquors under the quart licenses; but when 
the Kimball house barroom cases occurred inves- 
tigation was caused. and the attorneys of the city 
discovered facts which made it then appear that 
such licenses were void. The defendants had 
knowledge of this, but would not yield, and per- 
si:ted in the traffic: thereby trying a daugerous 
experiment with the law and risking the penalty, 
for the sake cf the gains made probable by tne 
fact that nearly al] competing dealers had been 
forced out of.the business. Each day and each 
sale would be a new offense and on each 
separate offense he would probably become liable 
to fines, imprisonment and costs which, if pressed 
against him, would sum up ten or a huudred times 
more than the one for which he now asks clea- 
ency. 

These quart license saleshave been quite profit- 
ab'e to the Gealcrs, but very fearful tothe morals 
ano peace of the community; and the evil of them 
is only excelled by the attempt to Sell at retail. of 
vhbich defendant was convicted iu this partic- 
vlar instance. 

jt is aferious matter to experiment aud tamper 
with the law;snd in my view of what is needful 
for the protection of the good and the innocent all 
men must understand that the lawisthe stronger 
= in the end the law breaker willgo down be- 
ore it.

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THE HAIMAN PLOW WORKS. 


The Leading Business Men Visit the Works 
on Marietta Street. 

About fifty of the leading business mon of 
Atlanta paid a visit yesterday to the Haiman 
Plow works on Marioctta street. 

The visitors were amazed at the extent and 
com pleteness of the works. They occupy 520 
feet fronton Marietta street. The plant is 
valued at $100,600, and about $30,000 in stock 
is carried. The capacity of the works is 100,000 
complete plows per annum, and 500,000 steel 
plow points. By a vory small addition of 
machinery, the capacity could be increased to 
200,000 complete plows. The machinery is of 
the newest pattern. Mr. Haiman can take a 
solid block of wood and a solid block of iron, 
and can produce a plow, polished, set, painted 
and varnished, within one hour. Formerly 
only the steel and iron work was done in this 
city, but for the past yearor two, the plow 
handles and stocks are made here also. Mr. 
Haiman buys histimber trom southern fur- 
ests, getting a large part of it from the Coosa 
river region, Tho Haiman plows are famous 
thronghont the south. They sel! from the 
City of Mexico to Baltimore. It has been 
almost impossible to keep up with the de- 
mand. The factory is more than one-half the 
time behind orders. It took three hours to 
meke thetour of the whole building... The 
work of the machines was simply wonderful. 
There are machines for punching holes threagh 
thick iron plates, asifthey were paper—for 
welding two pieces of iron together at a 
single streke—for turning a plow handle from 
a square piece of timber by. asingle turn of 
the wrist—for curving the handles by one 
jerk of a machine—and for doingin an in- 

stant what it took our fathers a day todo. 
One of the visitors said: 

“If these works were located in another 
city we would take a day’s ride to see them, 
and would feel well ropsid for the trouble. 
Here they have been right under our eyes for 
years; and none of us had an idea of what 
they were,” 

Said another gentleman: “Atlanta missed 
the best argument she had for the technologi- 
cal school when she did not bring the commis 
sioners through this building. Itisa perfect 
training school for boys. Here is wood work- 
ing, iron worki ing, pattern making, moulding, 
casting, wrough iron work, and in fact almost 
the whole process of manufacturing any mate- 
rial, inclosed in one serias of buildings. It is 
juet what the school needs, being an epitome 
of allthe work the students are learning to
